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To the Citizens of Berlin :— 


At the March meeting in 1889, there was raised one 
thousand dollars for sewers and other sanitary purposes ; 
this money, we have endeavored to lay out to the best 
possible advantage for the town, which in our judgment 
was by making permanent sanitary improvements, as 
far as possible, and to have all necessary cleaning up 
done by the owners of property, or their tenants. This 
is the same course pursued in 1888. A good disposition 
has been manifested by all in regard to these matters, 
and we have been able to accomplish as much as the 
year before with far less labor. 

It was decided to extend the sewer built last year, as 
far as Berlin Mills in order to get a good supply of clean 
water for flushing; The distance was about twelve hun- 
dred feet, one-third of which was through ledge from 
two to six feet deep; an eight inch pipe was laid past 
Third street, from this point up, six inch pipe was used ; 
these pipes are large enough for all sewerage that can 
ever be brought into them; the time has not come, and 
in our opinion it never will, when it will be advisable to 
run surface water into the sewersin Berlin. At the head 
of the line, a flush tank, holding nine barrels, was con- 
structed of hard-burned brick, and Portland cement; 
here clean water was obtained for flushing, by taking 
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the waste water from Berlin Mills Co‘s. watering tub. 


Not finding any satisfactory machine for flushing auto- ~ : 


matically, we put a brass valve in the bottom of the tank. 


This valve is opened twice a day by hand, letting out » 


the full contents of the tank, and washing the sewer 
thoroughly. . 

_ Stone posts were set at proper places as bench marks, 
opening onthe line, s> any part of the sewer can be found : 
A sketch was made from which an accurate plan of the 
sewer can be made at any time. We were aided by 


liberal subscriptions from most all who were benefited 


by this sewer, which enabled us to accomplish this 

and bear other necessary expenses by expending six 

dollars and fifteen cents less than the appropriation. 
This town has been particularly fortunate in escap- 


ing almost entirely the dred diseases of diphtheria and_ 


scarlet fever which have prevailed in some places around 
us, and in distant parts of the state; Very few cases were 
reported during the year; There was one death irom 
scarlet fever. ‘Toward the latter part of the season there 
were many casesof fever, called by our physicians ty- 
pho-malarial fever, it is our firm conviction that most of 
those were caused by the use of polluted water, and in 
our humble opinion, fevers of a typhoid nature will 
mostly disappear when we have a supply of pure water. 
Berlin has not been more unfortunate in regard to 
fevers this season than many other places, yet this fact 
does not lessen the most urgent need of a good system 
of water-works. We would recommend an appropria- 
tion of one thousand or fifteen hundred dollars for sewers, 
anda small appropriation for sanitary purposes.
